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REGULATIONS. 

The Lyceum Medicum Londinense, was 
inftituted for the advancement of medical know- 
ledge, January 25, 1 7 85, under the patronage of Dr. 
Fordyce and Mr. Hunter, when the following rc- 
folutions were unanimoufly agreed to : 

I. 

No gentleman can be ele£led a member of the 
Society who is not a ftudent or pradlitioner in fomc 
j of the branches of medicine. 

II. 

The Society fliall confift of honorary, corrcf- 
ponding, and ordinary members. 

III. 

The honorary members fhall confift of teachers 
of the different branches of medicine in London; 
and fliall be limited to fix in number. 



IV. 

The correfponding members fhall confift of pub- 
lic teachers, and of phyficians and furgeons to pub- 
lic charities.

V. 

The ordinary members ftiall divided into 
three claflTes. 

The firft clafs ftiall be copipofed of fiicb geatle- 
raen as have taken a degree in pihyfic^ af e members 
of the the furgeonsor apothecaries company^ or are 
eftabUfhed m pradlice in furgery, pfh^npacy, or 
chemirtry. 

Mt-mbers of the fecond clafs muft have attended 
an hofpital, one courfe of ledtures on anatomy, 
andihe pra6^i,ce of phyfic, 

The third clafs £h 11 conlift of thofe wl)o h^ye 
only entered upon a couffe of medical fluHies. 

VI. 

Tdic menj^er^ pf ^tbe two ^ri^.q^afle^ ifl^a^l b^-r^;- 
quired to read to the Society, diirertatipns on Cpme 
fubjeft connefted with medicine, in the order of 
their names upon the lift. 

VII. 

The member? s>f -the third clafs fhall have np 
vote in the Society ; but w^hen qualified, fliall be 
confideredas members of the fecond clafs.

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(hall, upon paying an additional half-guinea, be 
admitted as member of the firft clafs. 

IX. 

The meetings of the Society, after the prefent 
feflion of 1793-4, fhall be held at Dr. Baillie's 
Theatre, in Windmill-ftreet^ and lhall commence, 
annually, on the fecond Friday in October, and 
be continued on every fucceeding Friday, until the 
beginning of May. 

X. 

At each meeting, the prefident {hall take the chair 
at half paft eight o'clock ; and adjourn the Society 
precifely at eleven. 

XI. 

The bufinefs (hall be conducled in the follow- ^ 
ing order : 

The minutes of the former meeting are to be read. 

The names of the members to be called over, and 
fines collected. 

Certificates, propofing new members, to be re- 
ceived and read. 

New members to be balloited for. 

Vifitors to be introduced. 

The prefident fhall then inquire for medical 
news. 

At half paft nine the differtation is to be read 
and difcuiTed.

At five minutes before eleven the lift of mem- 
bers is again to be called. 

XII. 

No bufinefs relative to the private concerns of 
the Society can^be brought forward at the general 
meetings. 

An extraordinary meeting may be moved for at 
anytime; fpecifying for what purpofefuch meeting 
is convened. If the motion be feconded and agreed 
toby a majority of the Society, the meeting fiiall 
take place on the fucceeding Wednefday. 

Every motion made and feconded, unlefs with- 
dravi^n, muft be entered on the minutes of the Soci- 
ety, with the names of thofe who have made and 
feconded it. 

Every member of the firft clafs, after the dif- 
cuffion of his paper, fhall be exempted from wri- 
ting papers in future ; and after the feffion fubfe- 
quent to that in which his paper has been read, 
from ail fines for non-attendance. 

The author of every differtation difcufifed In the 
Society, fhall, vvithin one month after its difcuffi- 
on, depofit a correct copy of it in the library, un- 
der the penalty of one guinea. 

Members of the firft clafs who have not written 
dlfi'ertations, and the members of the fecond, are 
liable to the ufual fines for abftnting themfelves 
from this meeting. 
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LAWS. 

PRESIDENTS. 
The prefidents are to be four in number ; eie£led * 
annually, by ballot, from the members of the ^irft 
clafs, on the firft Friday in November. The fam.e 
perfons are not eligible, as prefidents, for two fiic- 
ceflive years. 

The prefidents are to take the chair in rotation, 
according to feniority. 

In the abfence of the prefident, for the evening, 
the next in order is to take the chair. If all the 
prefidents are abfent, the chair is to be taken by 
the fenior member prefent. 

TREASURER. 
The prefident who fhall have the greateft num- 
ber of votes as prefident, lhall be treafurer for 
the year, and ftiall be refponfible for the fums 
received. 

ADMISSION OF MEMBERS. 
The members of the Society are elefled by » 
ballot ; and the approbation of two-thirds of the 
members prefent, is neceffary for their admilTion.

The cnnd dates for each clafs are to be ballotted 
for coll -crively ; butj in' cafe of a deficiency of fuf- 
frage? for either of the clades, each member of that 
clafs (hall be balb>tted for feparatcly.

Every member liable to fines is required to fur- 
him the fecretary with his addiefs, ziid with every 
change of his addfefs, iihdef apehaliy of five fliil- 
lings.

ORDINARY MEMBERS. 

Every ordinary member, upon his admilfion, af- 
ter fubfcribing his name to the fegiilatiohs of the 
Society, and paying the admiflion fees, rhiifi be in 
troduced in form to tke pj-efideht. 

Any iiieihber withdrawing his name from i\xh 
books of the Society, cannot be re-admitted 
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A member going into the country, muft notify his # 
intention to the fecretary, otherwife he is liable to 
the ordinary penalties for non-attendance. 

VISITORS. 

Theprefident for the evening fhall have a power 
of introducing any number of vilitors: the mem- 
ber, whofe paper is under difcuffion, two ; and 
every other member, one ; by delivering on the 
preceding evening the names of thofe whom they 
wifh to introduce, in writing, to the prefident, 
during the private bufinefs. Tickets, with the vi- 
fitors' name, figned by the prefident, are then to 
be given out ; which muft be produced by the vi- 
fitors on their admiffion, and their names read to 
the Society. 

On the firft meeting of every feflion, every mem- 
ber may introduce a vifitor without a ticket. 

No gentleman can be introduced, as a vifitor, 
oftener than three times in a feafon, without the 
approbation of the Society. 

MEDICAL NEWS. 
Medical nev^^s is to confift of cafes and obferva- , 
tions on any fubjedl connefted with medicine. 
All cafes, and obfervations, which are fuff.ciently 
interefting, are to be entered, in a book kept for 
^hat purpofe, by the fecretarv.

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The Society fhall appoint a committee to exa- 
mine the cafes and obfervations upon their mi- 
nutes, with a po\\'er to fend fuch as they think 
proper to Dr. Simmons, to be publifhed in his pe- 
riodical medical work, entitled Medical Fadls and 
Obfervations ; with an official letter from the fe- 
cretary ; the authors giving their confent. 

PAPERS, 

May be written on any fubje6l connefted with 
medicine, which has not been previoufly treated of 
during that feafon. Each author muft inform the 
prefident of the fubjeft which he has chofen, a fort- 
night, at leaft, before the paper is given in. 

Each dilTertation is to be read by the author, im- 
mediately after the medical news, on the evening in 
which it is prefented ; and on the enfuing evening 
by the prefident, in order to be difculfed; provided 
that the difcuffion of the former paper be finifhed, 
and the author prefent. No paper can be difcufled 
in the abfence of the author. 

There fhall be always two papers before the So- 
ciety, for difcuffion. 

If the author of the paper under difcuffion is 
unable to attend his duty in the Society, he ffiall 
endeavour to procure the next member, whofe pa- 
per has been read, to attend in his {lead ; but if 




they are both abfent, the former becomes liable to 
a fine of five fhillings.

The author of every dlffertation difcuffed in the 
Society, fhall depofit a corredl: copy of it in the li- 
brary, under the penalty of one guinea, within one 
month after its difcuflion. 

COMMITTEES. 

The prefidents for the time being, and thofe of 
the preceding year, fhall conflitute a {landing com- 
mittee, for the purpofe of auditing the treafurer's 
accounts, managing the funds, regulating the li- 
brary of the Society ; any three of whom may a6l. 

To conftitute an extraordinary committee on any 
private bufinefs, it is necelTary that one prefident, 
two members of the firft, and four, either of the 
firil or of the fecond clafs, ihould be prefent. 

Committees are open to all members. 

SECRETARY. 
The fecretary lhall be annually ele6led by ballot, 
at the time of the eledion of prefidents : he fhall 
have a falary of^^io per annum ^ and during his 
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office (hall not be confidered as a member of the 
Society. 

In the ab fence of the fecretary, any member of 
the fecond clafs may be appointed, by the prefi- 
dent, to perform his duty for that meeting. 

FEES OF ADMISSION. 

Gentlemen admitted into the firft clafs are to 
pay one guinea upon their admiflion. 

Gentlemen admitted into the fecond and third 
clafles are to pay half a guinea ; and, when receiv- 
ed into the firft clafs, arc to pay an additional 
half-guinea. 

All members, defied into the Society, are to fign 
the obligation-book, pay the admiflion fees, and be 
introduced to the prefident within the four firft 
meetings after their eledlion ; unlefs a further time 
is allowed, upon an application being made to the 
Society, in failure of which they fhallnot be con- 
fidered as a member of the Society. 

FINES. 

The prefident who is abfent on the night when 
he fhould take the chair, fhall be fined half a crown, 
unlefs he has procured another prefident to fupply 
his place. 
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All ordinary members who are abfent when their 
names are called, fliall be fined fixpence, and no 
excufe fhall be admitted. All members who leave 
the Society before eleven o'clock, without firfl 
publicly afking and obtaining leave of the prefi- 
dent, fhall be fined fixpence. No more than fix 
can have leave to withdraw on the fame evening. 

Members who do not deliver in their papers at 
the appointed time, are, for the firft omiflion, to be 
fined five Ihillings ; if they fhould negleft to deliver 
it at the next meeting, to be fined ten (hillings ; at 
the next again, twenty fhillings ; and if the fame 
negleft ftiall happen at the fourth meeting, to be 
expelled. 

The fecretary neglefting to attend any meeting 
of the Society, or any committee, is to be fined one 
fhilling, unlefs he afligns a reafon which fhall be 
deemed fufficient by a majority of the Society. 

The prefident (hall have a difcretionary power 
of fining any member for irregularity. 

All difputes concerning fines fhall be referred to, 
and fettled at the next extraordinary meeting. 

Such members as refufe to comply with the laws 
of the Society, or omit paying their fines for three 
months fucceflively, having official information of 
fuchomiffion fromthefecretaryi are to be expelled. 



REGULATIONS 

FOR THE PRIZE MEDAL, 
I. 

The patrons of the Society fhall annually pro- 
pofe a medical or philofophical fubje£l or queilion, 
on which every meniber (hall be permitted to give 
in a diflertation. 

II. 

The author of the moft approved dilTertatlon fiiali 
be rewarded with a gold medal, value five guineas. 

III. 

The merits of the paper fhall be determined, and 
the prize adjudged by a committee, confifting of the 
fix honorary members of the Society. 

IV. 

The Prize fhall be publicly delivered to the fuc- 
cesful candidate, by one of the patrons of the So- 
ciety, on the firft meeting in January. 
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V. 

The difTcrtations, which are to be written in 
Englifh, but not in the author's hand,fhall be de- 
livered to the fecretary of the Society, on or before 
the firft of November. 

VI. 

Each candidate muft infcrlbe his difiTertation 
with a motto, tranfmitting along with it a fealed 
letter, bearing the fame motto, and containing his 
name and addrefs, in order that the names of the 
authors may remain concealed till the prize is ad- 
judged, and the names of all, except the fuccefsful 
candidate, remain unknown, by the diifertation, 
and letter, which is unopened, being laid afide till 
called for, or totally deftroyed, according to the 
defire of the writer.

FOR THE LIBRARY. 
I.
